MESSRS. EDITORS:— 


Do you think that tbe place of which I write 


ib a new one—a recently started town—a city 
on paper!—if you do, you are much mistaken,

Tlie Mexican KoToluxion 


Is acquiring o magnitude that threatens seri- 
ously toaffectif not eventually tooverthrow the 
present Government.

If the Revolutionists are defeated 
aU that they have heretofore gained will be 
lost, and they will be obliged to bent a hasty 
retreat; but if successful wo can hardly doubt 
but that Santa Anna will bo hurled from his 
rickety throne, and another total change take 
place in the government of unfortunate Mexi- 
co.

The Government force was 1,300 strong with

Missouri, caused me, mortified and disgusted at 
the assumption of my countrymen, to retire 
from a position which I could no longer retain 
with credit or honor to myself, or justice to my 
constituents. They have led me to place but 
little faith in the plant of'territorial sovereign- 
ty,' when placed in tho shade of Missouri's 
overshadowing tree. 


"Against the members of tho Legislature I 


havo no personal feeling ; but, on the contrary, 
while I cannot but feel that their position is 
utterly subversive of tho dearest rights of 
American citizens, toward them I entertain no 
feelings but those of kindness."

It was a duty ho 
owed tho cause of Liberty to remain, and 
boldly battle, though in the face of an over- 
weening opposition, for the freedom of Kansas, 
and iu declining to meet this great question 
fearlessly ho has exhibited n lack of moral 
coarage, not pleasing to observe.
